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UNIFORMITY IN BOOKSELLERS’ CATALOGUES. 

We have reeeived a communication designed for publication in our 
columns, with the suggestions of which we fully agree; but are unable 
to make room for the observations of our correspondent. As we have, 
however, some remarks to make upon the topic of which he writes— 
“Uniformity in Catalogues and Trade Lists”—we will endeavor to 
embody his ideas with our owns 

It is, we believe, the desire of every American publisher to extend 
his business as much as possible; and by this means, to attain that de- 
gree of success in life, which secures independence, and is the ambition 
of every industrious and honestly disposed citizen. Accordingly he must 
manifest a deep interest in every improvement calculated to bring 
about this desirable result. And, since progress is the order of the 
day, and every new invention made, adds to the wealth and comfort of 
mankind; the representatives of the various trades must always be on 
the alert, and seize upon every advantage natural or ingenious, if they 
would keep pace with the spirit of the times. Now one of the great 
highways to eminence and success, in the book-trade, is a judicious 
system of advertisement; much is done in this way, by each individual 
publisher or publishing house, through Catalogues, Circulars, and . 
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“ Trade Lists.” This brings us to our subject, and to that of our cor- 
respondent. 

Our correspondent, with whom, as we have already observed, we 
fully agree, and to whose suggestions we have previously devoted some 
consideration, argues that a common standard in the size and form of 
Catalogues and Circulars, should be adopted by the book-trade. Not 
°nly would uniformity be the result of such a system; but it would be 
found useful and convenient. There is no valid reason, why Publishers 
should not agree upon a rule like this, involving no extra expense 
whatsoever, and yet perpetuating their advertisements; rendering 
future reference to them, at once easy and advantageous. At present, 
catalogues, trade lists, and various other printed circulars used by 
publishers, are issued in every possible size, shape, and form. They 
accumulate rapidly, and, of course, are soon as disorderly and cum- 
brous as the exchanges which accumulate daily in the sanctum of a 
newspaper office. Although their possessor may find it necessary to 
refer to some catalogue or circular in the “ pile,” the labor of svarching 
for it, may foster procrastination, and, indeed, preclude the search from 
ever being undertaken. Consequently, instead of being useful, they 
soon become a perfect nuisance—so much intolerable an’ vexatious 
rubbish. Ard yet there is no evil more easily obviated than this. It 
exists simply because there has been no effort made to reform the 
system. There has been no common concert of action, in relation to 
it, adopted by the trade; indeed, their attention has, previously, hard- 
ly been called to it. But every reader knows by experience, how 
desirable it would be to have a uniform rule, in accordance with which 
every pamphlet or circular issued by publishers, and designed as adver- 
tisements of their publications, should be, so far as length and breadth 
are concerned, of the same size. In this manner they could be easily 
preserved, like magazines; and bound afterwards in book form. No- 
thing could be more useful to the trade, as works of reference, than 
collections of this descri; tion. Every information, almost, that they 
could desire would be accessible to them. Much time and labor would 
be saved; anger and disappointment often obviated. No one could 
lose by so simple a rule; every one having an interest in books would 
be benefited by it; and a general system of order established, that 
would render business-information a matter of easy attainment. 

In relation to the size that should be egreed upon, if our sugges- 
tions meet with due consideration, we have little to say; since this is 
a subject that would more properly belong to a committee of the pub- 
lishers. We will, however, take the liberty to say that the Cireular 
might well serve as a model. No engravings could have been lost, by 
adopting a sheet of this size; and it is sufficiently convenient for the 
purposes of those who publish but a limited list of books; while 
catalogues of any peculiar value could be bound with it. However, 
this is merely a suggestion, and will, of course, be so received. 

In issuing their circulars, we think that publishers would find it to 
their advantage to print the complete contents of the title-page of 
every work published by them; and, also, a brief but clear analysis uf 
the work itself. We believe that they would find such a course judi- 
cious and profitable; and that they would, by this means, contribute 
more to the spread of intelligence, in relation to new books, than 
generally results from the present mode of newspaper criticism. Many 
persons would be induced to purchase a book after having read an 
analysis of its characteristics, who would have hardly bestowed a 
second thought upon it, if its title were barely printed.

PAPER MANUFACTURE. 

The following memoir, ‘On Papyrus Bonapartea, and other plants, 
which can furnish fibre for paper pulp,’ is by the Chevalier de Claussen. 
“The paper-makers are in want of a material to replace rags in the ma- 
nufacture of paper, and I have turned my attention to this subject, the 
result of which I will now communicate. To make this matter more 
comprehensible, I will explain what the paper manufacturers want. 
They require a cheap material, with a strong fibre, easily bleached, and 
of which an unlimited supply may be obtained. I will now enumerate 














a few of the different substances which I have examined for the par- 

pose of discovering a proper substitute for rags. Rags containing about 

50 per cent. of vegetable fibre, mixed with wool or silk, are regarded 

by the paper-makers as useless to them, and several thousand tons are 

yearly burned in the manufacture of prussiate of potash. By a simple 

process, which consists in boiling these rags in caustic alkali, the animal 

fibre is dissolved, and the vegetable bre is available for the manufac- 

ture of white paper pulp. Surat, or jute, the inner bark of corchorugs 

indicus, produce a paper pulp of inferior quality, bleached with diffi- 

culty. Agave, phormium tenax, and banana or plantain fibre (Manilla 
hemp), are not only expensive, but it is nearly impossible to bleach 

them. The banana leaves contain 40 per cent. of fibre. Flax would be 
suitable to replace rags in paper manufacture, but the high price and 
scarcity of it, caused partly by the war, and partly by the injudicious 
way in which it is cultivated, prevents that. Six tens of flax straw are 
required to produce one ton of flax fibre, and, by the present mode of 
treatment, all the woody parts, or shoves are lost. By my process, the 
bulk of the flax straw is lessened by partial cleaning before retting, 
whereby about 50 to 60 per cent. of shoves (a most valuable cattle food) 
are saved, and the cost of the fibre reduced. By the foregoing will be 
seen that the flax plant only produces from 12 to 15 per cent. of paper 
pulp. All that I have said about flax is applicable to hemp, which pro- 
duces 25 per cent of paper pulp. Nettles produce 25 per cent. of a very 
beautiful and easily bleached fibre. Palm leaves contain 30 to 40 per 
cent. fibre, but are not easily bleached. The bromeliaces contain from 
25 to 40 per cent fibre. Bonapartea juncoides contains 35 per cent of 
the most beautiful vegetable fibre known. It could not alone be used 
for paper pulp; but for all kinds of manufactures in which flax, cotton, 
silk or wool, are employed. It appears that this plant exists in large 
quantities in Australia; and it is most desirable that some of our large 
manufacturers would import a quantity of it. The plant wants no other 
provisory preparation than cutting, drying, and some pressing like hay: 
the bleaching and finishing of it may be done here. Ferns give 20 to 
25 per cent. fibre; not easily bleached. Equisetam from 15 to 20 per 
cent. inferior fibre, easily bleached. The inner bark of the limetree 
(tilea) gives a fibre easily bleached, but not very strong. Althea and 
many malvacee produce from 15 to 20 per cent. paper pulp. Stalks of 
beans, peas, hops, buckwheat, potatoes, heather, broom and many other 
plants, contain from 10 to 20 per cert. of fibre, but their extraction and 
bleaching present difficulties which will probably* prevent their use. 
The straws of the cereals cannot be converted into white paper pulp 


after they have ripened the grain ; the joints or knots in the stalks are 
then so hardened that they will resist all bleaching agents. To produce 


paper pulp from them they must be cut green before the grain appears, 
and this would probably not be advantageous. Many grasses contain from 
30 to 50. per cent of fibre, not very strong, but easily bleached. Of indi- 
genous grasses, the ryegrass contains 35 per cent. of paper pulp, the 
thalasis 50 per cent., arranatherium 80 per cent, and dactylis 30 per 
cent., Carex 30 per cent. Several reeds and canes contain from 30 to 
50 per cent. of fibres easily bleached. The top of the sugar cane gives 
40 per cent. of white paper pulp. The wood of the conifere gives a 
fibre suitable for paper pulp. I made this discovery accidentally 
in 1851, when I was making flax cotton in my model establishment at 
Stepney, near London. I remarked that the pine wood vats in which 
I bleached were rapidly decomposed on the surface into a kind of paper 
pulp. I collected some of it, and exhibited it in the Great Exhibition, 
but as at that time there was no want of paper material, no attention 
was paid to it. The leaves and top branches of Scotch fir produce 25 
per cent. of paper pulp; and sawdust, the shavings of wood from Scotch 
fir, give 40 per cent. pulp. The cost of reducing to pulp and bleaching 
pine wood will be about three times tha* of bleaching rags. As none of 
the above name! substances or plants would entirely satisfy on all points 
the wants of the paper-makers, I continued my researches, and at last 
remembered the papyrus (the plant of which the ancients made their 
paper), which I examined and found to contain about 40 per cent. of 
strong fibre, excellent for paper and very easily bleached. The only 
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point which was not entirely satisfactory was relative to the abundant 
supply of it, as this plant is only found in Egypt. I directed, therefore, 
my attention to plants growing in this country, and I found, to my great 
satisfaction, that the common rushes, (juncus efusus, and others) contain 
40 per cent. of fibre quite equal, if not superior, to the papyrus fibre, 
and a perfect substitute for rags in the manufacture of paper, and that 
one ton of rushes contains more fibre than two tons of flax straw.” 
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LITERARY RETROSPECT. 

It was feared that the absorbing concerns of the war, and the pres- 
sure of political events, would prove detrimental to the interests of lite- 
rature. The records of 1855, however, will bear favorable comparison 
with those of many previous years, if not in the number, certainly in 
the importance and value of new publications. 

In the department of history, the appearance of the two volumes of 
Mr. Macaul y’s ‘England’ would alone signalize the year. There are 
also the first two volumes of Mr. Prescott’s ‘ History of Philip IT.,’ and 
the concluding volume of Mr. Alison’s ‘History of Europe.’ Among 
the historical works by writers less conspicuous, may be mentioned Gal- 
lenga’s ‘History of Piedmont,’ Wrightson’s ‘ History of Modern Italy,’ 
and Creasy’s ‘ History of the Ottoman Empire.’ Dean Liddell’s ‘ Histo- 
ry of Rome,’ and Mr. Lewis’s ‘ Inquiry into the Credibility of Early Ro- 
man History,’ have also to be named ; and for the history of modern 
Europe, interesting materials are published in the ‘Correspondence of 
Napoleon with his Brother Joseph.’ 

To ecclesiastical history the most important contributions have been 
Dean Milman’s ‘ History of Latin Christianity,’ vols. 4, 5, and 6, com- 
pleting the work; and Ullman’s ‘ Reformers before the Reformation,’ 
forming two volumes of Clark’s (Edinburgh) * Theological Library.’ 

The past year has been peculiarly rich in the department of biogra- 
phy. Among the works of this class are Sir David Brewster’s ‘ Life of 
Sir Isaac Newton ;’ the ‘Memoir of Dr. Thomas Young,’ by Dean Pea- 
cock; the ‘ Memoirs of Sydney Smith,’ by Lady Holland; the ‘ Life of 
Goethe,’ by Lewes; the ‘ Memoirs of Sir Robert Strange and Andrew 
Lumisden,’ by Dennistoun ; the continuation of the ‘Memoirs of James 
Montgomery,’ by Everett; the ‘ Memoir of Sheil,’ by Macullagh; the 
first volume of the ‘Life of Washington,’ by Washington Irving; the 
‘Memoirs of Lady Blessington,’ by Dr. Madden; the ‘Life of Fielding,’ 
by Lawrence; the * Autobiography of James Silk Buckingham ;’ the 
‘Life of Etty,’ by Gilchrist; the ‘Memoirs of Lieutenant Bellot;’ Dr. 
Doran’s ‘ Lives of-the Queens of the House of Hanover;’ Miss Freer’s 
‘Life of Jeanne d’Albert,’ and the ‘ Life of Arago,’ by Humboldt, pre- 
fixed te the new edition of his works. 

The year has also been rich in the department of voyages and travels, 
among which may be named Captain Sherard Osborne’s ‘ Narrative of 
the Discovery of the North-west Passage;’ ‘The Last of the Arctic 
Voyages,’ by Captain Sir Edward Belcher; Burton’s ‘ Pilgrimage to 
Mecca and Medina;’ Captain Chamier’s ‘ Unsentimental Tour on the 
Continent ;’ the ‘ Tour of Paterfamilias ;’ ‘ Mountains and Molehills,’ by 
Captain Marryatt ; the ‘ Druses of Lebanon,’ by G. W. Chasseand ; ‘Five 
Years in Damascus,’ by the Rev. G. R. Porter; ‘The Wanderer in Ara- 
bia,’ by Lowth; ‘ Eastern Experiences,’ by Kennard; ‘ Modern Greece 
and the Greeks,’ by M. Tolla; ‘The Dead Sea and the New Route to 
India,’ by Captain Allen, R. N.; ‘Minnesota,’ by Lawrence Oliphant; 
‘The Wabash,’ by J. R. Beste; ‘Eight Years’ Wanderings in Ceylon,’ 
by 8. W. Baker ; ‘Sporting Adventures in the New World,’ by Campbel] 
Hardy; ‘Fur Hunters in the Far West,’ by Ross; ‘Two Years in Vic- 
toria,’ by William Howitt; ‘The Gold Regions of Australia,’ by Wathen ; 
and ‘The Second Voyage Round the World,’ by Madame Ida Pfeiffer. 
The ‘Life and Travels of Herodotus,’ by Wheeler, may also be classed 
with these works; and ‘ Whitelock’s Journal of his Embassy to Sweden 
in the Time of the Commonwealth.’ 

The war with Russia has produced a literature of its own, uniting 
historical records with descriptions of the countries where the great 








events of the time are taking place. Among these works ay be named 
‘Our Camp in Turkey, and the way to it,’ by Mrs. Young; Mrs. Duber- 
ly’s ‘ Account of Last Year’s Campaign in the Crimea;’ Major Hamley’s 
‘Narrative of the Campaign;’ General Klapka on ‘The War in the 
East ;? Captain Peard’s ‘Campaign in the Crimea;’ ‘ Russia and tue 
Russians,’ by Lieutenant Cole; Dunean’s ‘ Campaign with the Turks in 
Asia;’ ‘The Pet Yacht Cruise in the Baltic,’ by the Rev. Mr. Hughes; 
Thornbury’s ‘ Narrative of the Crimean Campaign ;’ the Rev. 8. G. Os- 
borne’s ‘ Scutari and the Hospitals in the East;’ and the volumes on 
the war, by Mr. Russell of ‘ The Times,’ and Mr. Woods of the ‘ Morning 
Herald.’ 

Of poetical works there has been more than the usual number, some 
of them by writers of established reputation—as ‘ Maud,’ by Tennyson ; 
‘Hiawatha,’ by Longfellow ; ‘The Mystic,’ by Bailey; and ‘Men and 
Women,’ by Browning. Of prose works of fiction the usual variety has 
appeared, including new novels by most of the writers who are best 
known in this field of literature. We may name ‘Mammon; or, the 
Hardships of an Heiress,’ by Mrs. Gore; ‘The Jealous Wife,’ by Miss 
Pardoe; *‘ Next Door Neighbors,’ by Mrs. Gascoigne ; ‘ Display,’ by Mrs. 
Maberly ; ‘Gertrude; or, Family Pride, by Mrs. Trollope; ‘Cross Pur- 
poses,’ by Miss Sinclair; ‘Simplicity and Fascination,’ by Mrs. Beale ; 
‘Philip Courtenay,’ by Lord William Lennox; ‘ Perey Blake, or the 
Young Rifleman,’ by Captain Rafter; ‘ Westward Ho!’ by Kings!ey; 
‘Rachel Gray,’ by Miss Kavanagh ; ‘ Zaidee,’ by Mrs. Oliphant; ‘The 
House of Elmore ;’ ‘ Doctor Antonio,’ by the author of ‘ Lorenzo Beno- 
ni.’ The commencement of the new serial, ‘ Little Dorritt,’ by Dickens, 


has also been a notable event of the literary year. 1s 


Of miscellaneous works, the following are amongst the most con- 
spicuous—Judge Haliburton’s (Sam Slick) ‘ Nature and Human Nature ;’ 
‘The Legal and Political Sketches’ of Sheil and of Curran; ‘The Old 
Court Suburb; or, Memorials of Kensington,’ by Leigh Hunt; the 
‘Monarchs of the Main; or, Stories of the Buccaneers,’ by Thornbury ; 
‘ Meditations in Exile,’ by W.* mith O’Brien; ‘ My Exile,’ by Alexander 
Herzen; ‘Worlds beyond the Earth,’ by Phillips; ‘ Constantine; or, 
the Last Days of an Empire,’ by Captain Spencer ; ‘The Noctes Ambro- 
sian’ of Professor Wilson; the ‘ Miscellaneous Works’ of Thackeray ; 
the ‘ Contributions of Lord Brougham to the Edinburgh Review;’ and 
the new edition of ‘ Addison,’ by Bishop Hurd, in six volumes, the last 
two containing letters and other memorials of Addison, now first pub- 
lished by the editor, Mr. G. H. Bohn. 

Ameng scientific works may be named the works of Dr. Young, ed- 
ited by Dean Peacock; Arago’s ‘ Meteorology and Astronomy,’ edited 
by Professor Powell, Admiral W. H. Smyth, and Mr. R. Grant; ‘ The 
Fibrous Plants of India,’ by Dr. Forbes Royle. 

In art some valuable and beautifully illustrated works have appeared, 
including, ‘The Handbook of Art in the Medieval Ages,’ by Labarti ; 
Kugler’s ‘ Handbook to the Italian School of Painting,’ edited by Sir OC. 
Eastlake; and an illustrated ‘Handbook of Architecture,’ by James 
Fergusson. 

The close of the year, as is usual, was the season for the appearance 
of a variety of illustrated works, such as have taken the place of the 
showy annuals of former times. There are stil) a few of the old annuals 
flourishing, as ‘ Heath’s Book of Beauty,’ and the ‘ Court Album;’ but 
a superior class of publications, in point of literary value, has displaced 
most of the merely ornamental volumes formerly prepared as Christmas 
gift-books. On this occasion some works of classical merit appeared in 
beautiful editions, such as the ‘Poems’ of George Herbert, and Moore’s 
‘Irish Melodies,’ with numerous other volumes, which have been so re- 
cently noticed that reference to them specially may here be dispensed 
with. 

The year was marked by the death of several men distinguished in 
literature, science, and art, among whom will occur the names of Sam- 
uel Rogers, Miss Mitford, Robert Montgomery, James Silk Buckingham ; 
Mr. Dennistoun, tlhe biographer of Sir Robert Strange, and of the ‘ His- 
tory of the Dukes of Urbino;’ Viscount Strangford, the translator of 
‘Camoens;’ the Rev. Dr. Gilly, of Norham, the friend of the Waldenses; 
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Archdeacon Julius Hare; the veteran geologists, Sir Henry de la Beche, 
and Mr. Greenough; Sir Henry Bishop, Sir Edward Parry, Count Kra- 
sinski, Mr. Bartlett, Dr. Phillimore, Dr. Kitto, Lord Robertson, and 
others of lesser note, besides Joseph Hume, Sir Robert Harry Inglis, Sir 
Robert Adair, and other public men, whose names are associated with 
the historical literature of the country— From the London Literary

that came to me years ago, as proprietor of the Copyright of Stepnen 
Burrovens’ Life, the second edition, and which I sold, years gone by, 
to a New York house. An immense number was sold of both editions. 
The first edited by himself, small 8vo., 10 shillings; the second, 12mo., 
6 shillings, a compilation by a friend of his, who gave the copyright to 
me, as just stated. I send you a brief sketch of the great forger and 
burglar.

Sir :—Since the days of “ Baron Trenck,” dating from the prison of 
Madgeburgh, never has there been a man more distinguished in the 
annals of crime than the late notorious Stephen Burroughs. He was the 
son of the Rev. Eden Burroughs, of Hanover, New Hampshire, and born 
near the year 1760. Early placed in Dartmouth College, he soon 
became eminent in all the boyish frolics and misdemeanors, for which 
students in colleges are, some times, said to be famous: such as robbing 
hen-roosts, stealing bee-hives, turkeys and geese, and watermelons, and 
last though not least, disturbing the good inhabitants of that picturesque 
village, by many a wild foray and nocturnal visitation, for which conduct 
he was subsequently expelled. Having no occupation, and discarded by 
his parents, he then commenced that career of crime, which led to his 
imprisonment on Castle Island, in Boston Harbor, Worcester Jail, and 
other like places. He occasionally had fevers of reform, during one of 
which he married, entered into business, got credit for some thousand 
or two dollars, and for a time did well. 

But the old man of sin soon recovered possession of him, as the follow- 
ing copy of a letter shows, from his father to an old college classmate of 
the son. It is dated Hanover, N. H., April 24th, 1799, and now lies 
before me. 

“ My Dear Sir :—Upon recollecting that some time since I wrote 
to you in behalf of my son, and, if I rightly remember, in such terms 


as would be likely to induce you to have confidence in him as of | 


an unblemished character, and fearing lest such testimony from me 
would increase your confidence and be to your disadvantage, I have 
thought it my duty to correct a mistake of this kind in your mind, of 
which my former letter has been the occasion. 

In doing this, I am constrained, my dear sir,jthough with the utmost 
grief and sorrow of heart, to inform you that my most unhappy son has 
wholly forfeited my confidence. My object in this communication is to 
prevent, if possible, any disadvantage to your interest or reputation from 
the confidence you might exercise in him in consequence of my former 
communications respecting him. You will receive this as an act of 
justice due you from myself, as well as respect from, Sir, 

Yours truly and affectionately, 
Signed, EDEN BURROUGHS.” 

In a number of letters, both before and after the date of his father’s 
letter, just referred to, and addressed to the same person, or college 
class-mate, Stephen endeavors to extenuate his conduct, and the causes 
leading to it: (these letters are now lying before me.) In one of them, 
dated Stanstead, Lower Canada, July, 1802, he speaks of being sent to 
the Colonial Legislature, then sitting at Quebec, and of the startling 
interest his presence created on his appearing there in that capacity. 
“ Depend upon it, Sir,” he says, “it created a sensation.” And that he 
left the city with a more elevated character than when he entered. 
And then adds in a note, “I left with the reflection that I had not 
dimmed either my own or the character of my constituents. I had 





acted the part becoming them and my own reputation, and as far ag 
my ability permitted, served them to advantage.” And then inquires 
how the people are affected by the election of Mr. Jefferson to the Pre- 
sidency, ete. 

Having, after this, become a Roman Catholic Priest, he, as usual, ad- 
dresses a communication to the same person, with his reasons for this 
step, begging him as he values his happiness here and hereafter to con- 
sider the matter, and become a member of the same, the only trne 
church, complaining bitterly that he had not answered several letters 
he had sent him. This letter is dated at Three Rivers, 27th of May, 
1815, being composed with evident care, both as to the language used, 
and its chirography also. It is a “ literary curiosity,” too long for this 
note, being three-and-a-half close pages of foolscap paper, indeed al] 
of his letters are lengthy. Trois Rivieres is the place where it was 
reported, some forty years since, he issued his Notes on the banks of the 
United States for “ discount,” to whomsoever was disposed to buy. 

In person, Burroughs was a fine specimen of aman, of the Tom Hyer 
breed, only, if pc ssible, more bone and muscle, and less of the enbon- 
point in form, a keen, rapid, varying, dark eye, unsteady and deep set; 
active as a deer, and nearly as fleet when running. I saw him twenty 
times a day during his last visit at Boston, when a boy. There was 
more running after him, and calling to see him, than any Martin Van 
Buren or Andrew Jackson. His eyes were much like Aaron Burr's, 
and when last I saw him, sitting, waiting for the stage, half asleep, his 
feet to the fire, and his moceasins, smoking and burning at the same 
time.

College, the following preamble and resolutions were proposed by Mr. J. 
©. McClenaghan, and unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, Dr. Francis Lieber has signified an intention of terminating 
his connection with the South Carolina College, as Professor of History, 
Political Philosophy and Economy ; 

Resolved, That by the withdrawal of Dr. Lieber from the post he 
has filled for near a quarter of a century, the Students of this College 
will be deprived of one whose eminence in his department is such, that 
in it there can be cited no higher authority than his own name. This 
institution will be shaken by the removal of one of its main supports; 
and the State will lose a citizen whose extended reputation for learn- 
ing has made his domicile a familiar name on both sides of the Atlantic. 

Resolved, That the trustees, by taking action such as to induce Dr. 
Lieber to reconsider his resignation, would prevent the institution, with 
whose welfare they are intrusted, from sutfering an irreparable loss. 

Resolved, That, should Dr. Lieber withdraw at the time designated 
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by him, we shall esteem ourselves fortunate to be entitled to rank among 


«his former pupils.”*

Dear Sir:—A copy of the resolutions which the Students of the 
South Carolina College adopted on Tuesday last, has been presented to 
me this moment, and the warmest feelings of an affectionate acknow- 
ledgment prompt me to express at once to you, and through you to 
the Students, my gratitude for that portion, which relates more espe- 
cially to the opinion entertained by them of my usefulness, and assures 
me of their kind feelings toward me. Of this portion alone you will 
permit me to speak in my reply to your resolutions. 

Gratitude is a forcible term ; peculiarly strong when used by a teacher 
toward those he teaches; yet I use it in its, plain and true meaning 
—without indulging in any complimentary exaggeration. It is grate- 
fal to my-heart to know that those who think they have derived some 
benefit from my teaching, feel also an affectionate regard for me; and 
I am thankful to you for the public expression of this regard, because 
some persons have deemed it proper to make others believe that I have 
not that in me which gains the hearts and souls as well asthe heads of 
the young and the ardent. If what has thus been unkindly advanced 
were true, it would be one of the bitterest failures in the whole of my 
checkered life. 

I have often told you how high and sacred I hold the relation be- 
tween the teacher and the taught. We have contemplated together 
the affectionate friendship which quickened the lives of Socrates and 
his followers, and eased the great man’s death ; and, above all, we have 





dwelled on that love which was a living bond between Him, who is the | 


divine type of the teacher, and his disciples, whom he calls his friends. 

Again and again I have stated to you what I hold to be an im- 
portant truth, that besides the pupils’ esteem of the teacher’s intellect, 
there is nothing that constitutes so ready a conveyance of knowledge, 
even though it were of a purely intellectual character—nothing that has 
so great a power to make the pupil a ready and fertile recipient of the 
proffered seed, and to give to the teacher a buoyancy of spirit and de- 


one with the other. Good will is the best interpreter. It has existed 


and still exists between us, and I now wish to add, that, if circumstances | 
sliall prevent me from complying with the desire which you kindly | 


express, this friends!.ip and good-will will be in my retirement a greater 
solace than the consciousness that I have not labored wholly in vain 
in the sacred cause of transmitting knowledge to the rising generation. 

I beg you to assure the Students that while I have not put a prospec- 


resentment, I have not done it without pain. I had identified myself 
with the College. The bonds which connect a man with a great and 
beneficial institution, and one that is interwoven with the history of the 
commonwealth, are but little inferior to the ties which knit man in 
loving families, and those that bind him to his country. Neither of 
them can be severed without bleeding. 

Once more, I thank you and all the Students heartily and with 
emotions, which assure me that this incident will ever be remembered as 
one of the most grateful occurrences of my life.

WHY THE PAGES OF MAGAZINES AND BOOKS SHOULD BE TRIMMED 
BEFORE THEY ARE PRESENTED TO THE PUBLIC. 
The other day, in noticing a new magazine, we took occasion to re- 
joice exceedingly that its pages were all evenly trimmed, and that thus 
the “ bore” of cutting was not foreed upon us, But happening into a 


bookstore we observed something less than a cord of the same maga-

zine, and not a page trimmed or a leaf cut. It was therefore only the 
‘* Editor’s copy ” which had received this mark of tenderness from the 
worthy publishers. Our felicitations had been premature, and we 
turned away, reflecting that civilization and progress had not advanced 
on the dial. We are not of that romantic sort that find pleasure in cut- 
ting the leaves of a new book or a new magazine. We long to plunge 
at once into its fresh pages, and hunt up its delectable articles, without 
the intervention of knife, paper folder, scizzors, or anything of that 
sort. We never liked a packet done up in multifold paper, and bound 
down by interlacing cords, and sealed at every possible corner and fold 
of the wrapper. It is affectation to take delight in unlocking such mys- 
tcry, wondering the while at the possible contents. We prefer at once 
to dive in medias res. To cut the leaves of a new magazine is a tax both 
upon time and patience—a labor imposed by the publisher, who can as 
readily pass the sheets beneath his trimming machine, and offer the 
whole book at once, fit and comely, to the desiderative reader. 

The “ Knickerbocker,” in its mild blue cover, its trimmed and well 
shaven pages, and its clear, handsome type, isa model of all magazines. 
Blackwood and the foreign reviews, trimmed smoothly upon the sides, 
stand next in the esteem of the reader, in haste to commence the work 
of their perusal, and not wishing his first impressions and his first hopes 
to be wasted or blighted by the torment and delay, first in hunting up 
his folder, and next in applying it to the leaves. Oftentimes in hot 
haste he passes a finger along the seam, when serratures and dog-ears, 
horrid sight, indicate the destructive and ruthless nature of the means 
employed. No one should ever cut a magazine or new book with the 
finger. Apply either the folder or the back of a table-knife blade. 

Then these untrimmed magazines are so unsightly, with their pages, 
at side and bottom, overlapping each other, and running out to a rag- 
gedness of edge that utterly forbids the finding of a given leaf, except 
by slow and patient search, eternally over-leaping its end, and lighting 
upon pages far beyond the one desired. If an untrimmed magazine is 
unsightly, what is an untrimmed book ?—the odious English fashion— 
alas! for American independence—now coming in vogue. To cut the 
leaves of, “ Hiawatha,” required a time which would have accomplished 
the reading of a thousand of its trochaie lines—while the same delay

approach it. Commend us to the clean cut, well trimmed, gentlemanly 
leaves of proper books, rather than to the undress costume of those 
English books. The one is pure silver—the other is only Britannia. 

It is quarter day for the Reviews, and publishing day for the month- 
lies. On the “ Editor's Table,” lie Harper, Putnam, the three Philadel- 
phia Magazines, Household Words, Blackwood, and the Four Reviews, 
and a half dozen other Monthlies and Quarterlies, They must all be 
glanced at, and each must receive its few lines of comment for the next 
paper. ‘lhere are seventeen pamphlets in all, and at least forty minutes 
are expended in this single task of preparing them, even for a glance at 
the contents. To do this, the weary hand travels a distance of twenty- 
four feet to each magazine in cutting the leaves. Now, probably the 
combined circulation of these and other uncut magazines in this coun- 
try, is 400,00@ monthly. Therefore the hands of magazine readers are 
put to the expense and .trouble of a journey of 9,000,000 feet every 
month, or 115,200,000 feet annually, which reduced to miles gives an 
aggregate distance of nearly 24,000 miles, a distance equal to the cir- 
cumference of the globe. Volumes have been written upon the circum- 
navigation of the globe, and shall this journey of equal length be un- 
heralded? So much for the travel. It takes three minutes to cut the 
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magazine. It employs, therefore, 1,200,000 minutes each month, or 
14,400,000 minutes each year, equal to thirty years of time. What 
would old Ben Franklin have said to this? It is enough to make him 
turn in his grave. Thirty years taken from time otherwise profitably 
employed! The publishers could save, at least, one hundreth part of 
this time by putting their cutting machines upon the magazines as they 
come from the binder. If they fail to do this in future, this lost time 
will be laid up against them, and be charged to their account when the 
final balance is struck. : 

But add to the Magazines, circulating the world over, the vast num- 
ber of books which come into this breathing world with untrimmed 
pages, and the 24,000 miles stretch out to 240,060, and the 30 years to 
300. And all this, because Book and Magazine publishers choose rather 
to save a little time to themselves. It is to be hoped that they may 
come to a suitable realization of their responsibilities, before a general 
revolt breaks out in the reading world.— Rochester American,

THE HISTORY OF NEWSPAPERS. 


The first newspaper was issued monthly in MS. form, in the republic 
of Venice, and was called the Gazetta, probably from a farthing coin 
peculiar to Venice, and which was the common price at which it was 
sold. Thirty volumes of it are still preserved in a library at Florence. 

It was long supposed that the first newspaper published in England 
was at the epoch of the Spanish Armada, but it has been discovered 
that the copies of that bearing the imprint of 1538, in the British 
Museum, were forgeries. There was no doubt that the puny ancestor of 
the myriads of broad sheets was not published in London till 1622,— 
150 years after the art of printing had been discovered; and it was 
nearly 100 years more, before a daily paper was ventured upon. Peri- 
odical papers seem first to have been used by the English during the 
times of the Commonwealth, and were then called “ weekly news-books.” 
Some of them had most whimsical titles. It was common with the 
early papers to have a blank page, which was sometimes filled up, in 
the paucity of news, by selections from the Scriptures, 

The first newspaper printed in North America was printed in Bos- 
ton, in 1690. Only one copy of that paper was known to be in exist- 
ence. It was deposited in the State Paper Office in London, and was 
about the size of an ordinary sheet of letter-paper. It was stopped by 
the government. The Boston News-Letter was the first regular paper. 
It was first issued in 1704, and was printed by John Allen, in Pudding 
Lane. The contents of some of the early numbers were very peculiar. 
It had a speech of Queen Anne to Parliament, delivered 120 days pre- 
viously, and this was the latest news from England. In one of the early 
numbers there was an announcement that by order of the Postmaster- 
General of North America, the post between Boston and New York 
sets out once a fortnight. Negro men, women, and children were ad- 
vertised to be sold; and a call was made upon a woman who had stolen 
a piece of fine lace worth 14s. a yard, and upon another who had con- 
veyed a piece of fine calico under her riding hood, to return the same 
or be exposed in the newspapers. 

This pioneer paper was published for 74 years; it was the leading 
Tory paper, prior to the Revolution. The Boston Gazette was the or- 
gan of the patriots, and was issued at Watertown. At the commence- 
ment of the revolutionary war, there were but 37 hewspapers in the 
United States. Of this number, only eight were committed to the 
British Government, but five others were brought over. The oldest ex- 
isting paper in Massachusetts was the Worcester Spy, first published in 
this city during 1770, but removed to the western part of the State on 
the occupation of Boston by the British troops. Our country, although 
the youngest in the world, outstrips all others in the number of publi- 
cations and newspapers sold. The number of copies of newspapers 
printed here is four times greater than in Great Britain, though England 
has twice as many magazines. The number of religious newspapers 
here, and the extent of their circulation, form a striking social charac- 
teristic.

AMERICAN. 


Excovracine Success.—The well-known publishing house of J. C. Derby 
New York, changed on Saturday to a limited partnership under the title of 
“Derby & Jackson.” Mr. Edwin Jackson, well-known to the trade as an 
efficient and gentlemanly member of the firm of Phinney & Co, becomes 
general partner, in addition to whom Messrs. Sylvester Willard and Josiah N, 
Strain, of Auburn, have joined in as special partners to the limit of ten thou- 
sand dollars each. 


Douglas Jerrold has a son in New York, who emigrated with the inten- 
tion of connecting himself with the American newspaper press. 


FOREIGN. 


Another flaw, it is believed, has been found in the Copyright Act, 
If eur Courts of law shall rule according to the letter of the Inter. 
national Convention—and we do not see how they can avoid such rul- 
ing,—a mode of evasion has been discovered which willenable Americans, 
as well as all other aliens, to secure a copyright for their works in this coun- 
try. An experiment,—having for object to unsettle the law once more,—is 
being made in the ease of an Italran, Signor Ruffini, author of ‘ Lorenzo 
Benoni’ and ‘Doctor Antonio,’ two tales written in English, and intended 
chiefly for cireulation in England. Anticipating for ‘Doctor Antonio,’ which 
has just appeared, a popularity equal to that which attended * Lorenzo 
Benoni,’ Signor Ruffini’s publishers, Messrs. Constable & Co., of Ediuburgh, 
were led to look into the state of the law. They found that, thongh the Eng- 
lish law alone offered no security, the French law of copyright—taken in 
connection with the International Copyright Convention between France 
and England —seemed to furnish it. Mr. Burke, in his ‘Analysis of Copy- 
right Laws,’ says:—“ According to the law of France, a French subject does 
not injure his copyright by publishing his work first in a forcign country, 
It matters not where that publication has taken place; the copyright forth- 
with acerues in France, and on the necessary deposit being effected, its in- 
fringement may be proceeded against in the French courts. Moreover, a 


foreigner publishing in France will enjoy the same copyright asa native, and 


this whether he hes previously published in his own or any other country or 
not.” Then comes the pleasantry. By the first article of the International 
Convention of 1852, it is provided that “the authors of works of Literature 
or Art, to whom the laws of either of the two countries do now or may here- 
after give the right of property or copyright, shad/ be entitled to exercise that 
right in the territories of the other of such countries, for the same term and to 
the same extent, as the authors of works of the same nature, if published in 
such other country, would therein be entitled to exercise such right ; so that the 
republication or piracy in either country of any work of literature or art 
published in the other, shall be dealt with in the same manner as the republi- 
eation or piracy of a work of the same nature, first published in such other 
country.” Here the text is clear. Publication in France confers copyright 
in that country; and the holder of such copyright in France becomes, in vir- 
tue of the Convention of 1852, entitled to copyright in England! Let Signor 
Ruffini or Mr. Prescott first publish in Paris; he may then come to London 
and offer Mr. Murray or Mr, Bentley a legal monopoly of his works. Such, 
at least, is the new reading of the law, which has been acted on in Signor 
Ruffini’s ease. His ‘ Doctor Antonio’ was published first in Paris (in Eng- 
lish) by Galignani,—all the formalities required by the French law being 
complied with ; and thus, it is supposed, no copies of the work can be pub- 
lished in Great Britain except those issued by the Edinburgh publishers. 
Of course the Convention with France never contemplated the admission of 
Americans to its benefits; still, an American holding a French copyright 
(which he can easily hold), becomes, guoad copyright, a Frenchman, and is 
entitled, on the above interpretation, to the protection of the Convention, 
Ilere is another and most powerful argument in favor of a revision of the 
law of copyright, as wellas of the Conventions to which it has given rise. 


Dr. Edward Vehse, author of the historical compilation, ‘‘Geschi-hte de- 
deutschen H6fe,” has just been imprisoned at Berlin. It is thought that 
this event is owing to part of the contents of the last two volumes of his 
work (Vols. xxxvu. and xxxvit), treating of the Court of Mecklenburg- 
Seliwerin. At least, these two volumes have been confiscated simultaneously, 
with their author’s imprisonment. 


M. Capefigue has added a new volume to the great number of his his- 
torical compilations. It is entitled “ Histoire du Regne de Louis XVL,” and 
contains the negotiations with England and the United States, during the 
War of Independence, as also the Reports of the French Ambassadors at the 
Courts of St. James’s, Vienna, St. Petersburgh, and Constantinople, regard- 
ing the Oriental question. 


Sir Roderick I, Murchison has been elected an Associate of the Royal 
Academy of Science of Brusggls. 

M. Paul Lacroix, better known under the name of “Bibliophile Jacob,” 
has been nominated a librarian of the Arsenal at Paris. He is one of the 
most learned literary antiquaries of the day in France. 


Letters received from M. de Saussure, of Geneva, the noted traveller, 
who is now engaged in making a scientific exploration of Mexico, announce 
that he lately sueceeded in attaining the summit of the voleanic mountain 
Popocatepeti, the highest in Mexico, and which is 16,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. Owing to the climate, the ascent is stated to haye been 
less difficult than that of Mont Blane. . 
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Buack-Lerrer Treasures.—An extraordinary case of treasure-finding re- 
cently oceurred at the toyal Library. One of the librarians, on examining 
an old black-letter volume, was startled by a parcel falling into his hands, 
and still more surprised at finding it contained two gold pieces, The money 
was carried at once to the Conservator, and on strictly serutinizing the vol- 
ume, the following coins were discovered secreted in the false back of the 
volume. Two gold sun crowns of Charles VII, King of France; a silver 
erown of Charles VIIL ; four sun crowns of France's I ; one Dauphiny ditto ; 
three angels of Henry VIII. of England; five rose nobles of Edward VI. of 
England, and two angels of ditto. As to the epoch when the money was 
secreted, this must remain entirely a mystery. The receptacle being a pub- 
lication of the sixteenth century, it is just possible that the money was de- 
posited in its hiding-place at the time of the disturbances of the Low Coun- 
tries, when the depredations of the Spanish soldiery drove the inhabitants 
to every device for preserving their valuables. However this may be, we 
have no doubt that black-letter volumes will be more consulted hereafter by 
their possessors than they have been, and that many a folio will now be 
visited which might lons have been left in repose but for the present discov- 
ery.—Brussels Herald.

ersed by Messrs. Puttick & Simpson. Among those deserving of remark are the 
following, with the prices at which they were sold :—Lots 24 and 25, two le'- 
ters of Mary of Modena, sold for 47. 8s. Lot 26, a letter of William the 
Third, sold for 4/. 4s,,—and lots 27 and 28, two letters of his Queen. Mary, 
gold for 6/7. 13s. In one of these letters she says:—* The Bishop of Salis- 
bury (Burnet) has made ‘a long thundering se:mon’ this morning, and has 
been to desire the Queen to have it printed ; this she could not refuse, though 
she would not have done it of her own motion, for reasons she gave him,” 
&—Lot 29, a letter of Anne of Denmark, sold for 27. 16s..—lot 33, a short 
letter of Louis the Fourteenth, so!d for 27. 14s.,—lots 34 and 35, two letters 
of Archbishop Laud, sold for 15/. 7s, 6d. In one he says:—* Parliament was 
dissolved on the 5th of the month, soe that noyce is at an end, but what is 
next to be done, since they would doe nothing. I dare not prescribe,” &e. 
The other related to the mobbing of the Archbishop’s Palace at Lambeth on 
the night of May 11th, 1640, Lot 50, a letter of Dean Swift, in reference to 
the copyright of his works, sold for 5/. 5s.—lots 53 to 57, some letters of 
Nelson, varied from 30s. to 22. 18s. One of them contains the following 
curious passage (speaking of his superiors in command) :—‘“ They all hate 
me, and treat me ill. I cannot guess why we are not off Copenhagen. I 
suppose the Commander-in-Chicf may send a frigate just to inform them the 
fleet is coming, or to attempt to frighten them at a distance; paltry the last, 
and foolish the first,” &e. Lots 128 and 124, three letters of Dr. Franklin, 
sold for 91. 17s. In one of them he says:——“ The coolness, temper, and firm- 
ness of the American proceedings ; the unanimity of all the colonies in the 
same sentiments of their rights, and of the injustice offered to Boston; and 
the patience with which those injuries are at present borne, without the 
least appearance of submission, have a geod deal surprised and disappointed 
our enemies ”

12. The charge to purchasers for boxes, packing, and shipping, shall be one per cent. on amount of bills, 
13, All deficiencies shall be reported to contributors within thirty days after the receipt of their goods; and if not so reported, the loss shall 


fall upon the Auctioneers. 
14. All goods not settled for within thirty days after the sale (and the purchasers not being deemed responsible for any loss that may accrue 


on a re-sale), may be charged back to the contributors free of all charge except freight and insurance. 
15. The Auctioneers appointed to hold these Sales, agree to hold no Trade Sale in New York except those under the direction of the Pub- 


ishers’ Association. 
16. The sales to be under the general direction of the Executive Committee of the New York Book-Publishers’ Association, who shall de- 


termine whether Invoices offered are in accordance with the rules of the sale, and whose decision as to any question which may arise as to the 
intent of any regulation of the sale, shall be final.
